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CONTEMPORARY COLLECTION 
AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM 


Thirty-five Cleveland collectors will share their treasures in the 
exhibition "Cleveland Collects Contemporary Art" to be held at The 
Cleveland Museum of Art July 11 through August 20. 

All styles and all periods of the contemporary art scene will be 
represented in 116 paintings and sculptures. The range of work will 
include contemporary classics such as Pablo Picasso, Jean Arp, Arshile 
Gorky, Jean Dubuffet and Helen Frankenthaler , and will continue through 
the evolution of modern art to include such avant-garde artists as Jim 
Dine, Howard Jones, Claes Oldenburg, Alan Shields and Jules Olitski. 

In many instances major works of the 80 participating artists will be 
shown . 

The exhibition underscores the fact that people in Cleveland are collect- 
ing important modern art. Edward B. Henning, the museum's Curator of 
Contemporary Art, explains that the exhibition is possible only because 
of the "development of serious concern on the part of many people in this 
region for the art produced in our own time." He compliments the lenders 
further by saying "...it is unlikely that any body of important art has 
ever been produced without some seriously concerned people to support it." 

"Cleveland Collects Contemporary Art" can be viewed in the special exhibi- 
tion gallery. An illustrated catalogue will accompany the exhibit.
